DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections -35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Key in view of 
Edwards. 

Key discloses an apparatus for cooling the atmosphere of a boat deck comprising a water 
pump 50 activated via a switch 27 on a control panel, a supply line concealed below a deck and 
within a hull of boat and expelling the water through an independently adjustable pressure and 
adjustable tilt angle spray nozzle 18/19, see col. 4, lines 14-25 and Figures 2 and 4, except for the 
a plurality of supply lines and plurality of spray nozzles. Edwards shows a water misting 
cooling apparatus for a boat comprising a plurality of supply lines 96 connected to a plurality of 
spray nozzles 102 for cooling the atmosphere of a boat deck. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a plurality of supply 
lines and plurality of spray nozzles in the apparatus of Key, as taught by Edwards, since with 
such a modification multiple areas of the boat deck could be cooled at the same time instead of 
only one area.
